The federal government’s Food 
Stamp Plan, which was inaugurat- 
ed to cope with the paradoxical 
problem of want in a land of plenty, 
may be vastly expanded during 
1941, according to reports received 
from Washington. 

Launched just 18 months ago, the 
Federal Stamp Plan is said to have 
aperates with a fair degree of ef- 
fectiveness, with the stamps being 
used by more than 2,500,000 persons 
in 202 areas. By spring, it is con- 
templated, the plan will be fn ef- 
fect in between 250 and 300 areas. 


The proposals that the program 
be greatly expanded, which is now 
pending in Washington, originated 
with the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, and is designed to bring 
increased benefits to both farmers, 
who are plagued with crop sur- 
pluses, and to low-income consum- 
ers, who have been forced to live on 
minimum subsistence budgets. 


The tentative plan calls for a pro- 
gram which would cost a billion 
dollars a year, with extension of 
the food stamp program to all per- 
sons who rate public assistance of 
any kind, and also to employed fam- 
ilies in cities and towns of over 2,- 
500 population whose annua] in- 
comes fall below $1,000. 

It is estimated by sponsors of the 
expanded program that it would 
boost farm income at least $600,- 
000,000 a year, and possibly as much 
as 
that many farm surpluses would be 
slowly but surely wiped out. The 
extent of the benefit to the produc- 
er, however, would depend upon how 
many of the new eligibles made use 
of the stamps. 

If the expanded program is 
launched, advices from the na- 
tional capital indicate that certain 
soil-conserving commodities may be 
included in the blue-stamp to spur 
farmers to produce those items in- 
stead of surplus and soil-depleting 
crops . 

The Food Stamp Plan, as it now 
operates, is worked out on the ba- 
sis of a dollar-a-week allowance for 
food for each person’on relief, but 
persons on other forms of charity 
are permitted to participate, too. 
The client, if he desires, can buy 
a dollar’s worth of orange stamps 
and is then given 50 cents in blue 
stamps. 

With the orange stamps the re- 
lief client can purchase from his 
grocer any food he wants. With the 
blue stamps he can buy only sur- 
plus foods specified by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Foods ob- 
tainable with the blue stamps vary 
according to season and locality, but 
in California at the present time 
the following items are on the list: 
butter, raisins, rice, pork. lard, corn 
meal, white potatoes, oranges, ap- 
ples, pears, grapefruit cabbage, eggs, 
onions, dried prunes, hominy, wheat 
and graham flour. 

Whether the Food Stamp Plan 
would work as successfully on a 
broad, billion-dollar scale, as it has 
on the somewhat limited program 
now in effect, only experience can 
determine, in all probability. The 
drop in relief rolls, incident to the 
jump in employment occasioned by 
the national defense program, may 
reduce the number of persons el- 
igible under the plan, for example. 

The program is exceedingly com- 
plicated — and at best there are 
inequalities in its application. Even 
if extended to the whole country on 
the basis indicated, ah DEERE Gs:

people who are being cared for by 
relatives who themselves have lim- | 
ited incomes, will not share in the 
benefits of the program. On the 
other hand, they will be compelled 
to buy their share of the cost of 
the benefits doled out to others. 
Similar inequalities must also re- 
sult from the arbitrary exclusion 
of all those with incomes under $1,- 
000 in cities of under 2500 popula- 
tion. 

Another problem which has pre- 
vailed from the beginning’ is that of 
chiseling. In certain instances, the 
blue stamps have been used, with 
the connivance of merchants, to 
purchase non-essentials such as 
liquor and tobacco. Unless such 
abuses are to be eliminated and 
an absolute minimum, the program 
cannot long continue. And the

LEGISLATURE 
IN RECESS 


3,855 Bills Offered In 
First Part Of Session; 
Reconvenes On March 3

SACRAMENTO — The legislature 
Sunday, completed its first part of 
the 54th session with a total of 
3855 bills being introduced in both 
houses during the three weeks the 
legislators were in session. In the 
Assembly, 2564 bills were intro- 
{duced while in the Senate, 1291 
measures have been proposed. The 
total number of bills is about 150 


less than were introduced during 


the first part of the 1939 session. 

The legislature will now be in re- 
cess for five weeks reconvening 
again on Monday, March 3rd. Fol- 
lowing the recess, each legislator is 
permitted to introduce but two bills 
for a total of 240 additional bills 
which may be introduced. 

Your legislator has introduced 
some 12 bills, most of them amend- 
ments to various codes and we are 
a co-author of several other meas- 
ures, all of which we will discuss in 
this column at a later date. Our 
first bill, A. B. 224, which amends 
the military and veterans code to 
permit junior colleges to participate 
in the California High School Cadet 
military program, if they so de- 
sire, passed the Senate last Satur- 
day where it was handled by Sena- 
tor Jerrold L. Seawell, one of our 
four senators. The bill received the 
unanimous vote of all members 
present in’ both houses. The bill now 
goes to the Governor for his signa- 
ture. 

The Senate and Assembly in 
joint session last Friday heard 
Governor Olson deliver his budget 
message. His message was encour- 
aging in that he proposed no new 
taxes. While the budget as present- 
ed is five million dollars less than 
the proposed budget of 1939, taking 
into consideration that there is a 
drop of nearly $30.000.000 in state 
relief from the budget of 1939, the 
1941-43 budget cannot be said to be 


lower than the budget presented two 


years ago but in reality is higher. 
Of this increase some $21,000,000 is 
in fixed charges according to Fi- 
nance Director George Killion, and 
there’s practically nothing that can 
be done about it. 

There is a much improved feeling 
existing these days between Gover- 
nor Olson and the legislature. Not- 
withstanding that the governor at 
tempted to “purge’ many members 
of the legislature who had opposed 
his tax program in the 1939 session, 
the majority of these legislators 
have forgotten the bitterness of the

Employment 
is at record levels and unemploy- 
ment is ceasing to be a serious prob- 
lem. Business activity indexes are 
at new highs. Public revenue gains 
are making new taxes unnecessary. 

A United Press survey from Se- 
attle on the north to San Diego on 
the south told the same story—- 
business, industry, employment, 
Growth, construction are on their 
greatest march since the days be- 
fore the 1929 collapse.

WASHINGTON, (iP) — Presi- 
dent Roosevelt abruptly can- 
celled all his engagements early 
this afternoon and went to bed 
under his physician’s orders. 
The White House said he was 
suffering from a slight cold. 


WASHINGTON (ltP}—Speaker Sam 
Rayburn and Majority Leader John 
W. McCormack predicted today that 
when the house roll is called on 
passage of the bill to aid Britain, 
votes for the measure “will be over- 
whelming.” 

Their optimistic forecast was 
made as the house foreign affairs 
commttee neared the end of its 
hearingg on the measure and as the 
senate foreign relations committee 
opened its sessions on the bill, hear- 
ing Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
testify behind closed doors.
